symbolic significance, said 
Marian Reimer-Friesen, 
principal of the two schools 
and of the new facility 
when it opens in 
September, 2011. 

The intersection of Black 
Swamp Road (as Niagara 
Stone Road was once 
known) and Four Mile 
Creek Road was litde more 
than a stopping point for 
visitors traveling the muddy 
road west to Grimsby or 
south to Niagara Falls, she 
explained when the name 
was announced. 

The intersection was 
identified as the Crossroads 
on early maps up until 
1820. Early roads were very 
rough and difficult, requir¬ 
ing travelers to change 
horses and have a rest. The 
Crossroads offered travel¬ 
ers places to eat, drink, rest 
and socialize, said Reimer- 

“The community we now 
know as Virgil grew up 
around the Crossroads. In 
the 1860s, the community 
was officially named Virgil, 
but the town continued to 


be tied to that important 
community intersection 
that provided communica¬ 
tions for the surrounding 

Board policy is that a new 
school can be named after a 
person or event that has 
made a significant contri¬ 
bution to society, can rec¬ 
ognize an historical name 
or can identify the commu¬ 
nity served by the school. 

The committee, which 
included the principal, vice 
principal, two students, two 
teachers, parents, board 
representatives and Clark 
Bernat of the NOTL 
Historical Society Museum, 
also found the image of a 
crossroads suitable for the 
merger of two schools 
“meeting at the proverbial 
crossroads and merging to 
chart a new path together 
into the future,” she said. 

"They felt that a thriving 
town growing from a simple 
crossroads - a mere stop 
along a muddy road - was 
an excellent example of the 
exciting growth we know 
will happen in this amalga¬ 


mation.” 

The rain held off for the 
unveiling of the name by 
Maddie Peters and Adam 
Dingman, the two students 


and ceremonial sod-turn¬ 
ing Wednesday afternoon, 
with politicians, board staff 
and trustees congratulating 
each other on getting to this 

Education director 
Warren Hoshizaki thanked 
the town for its support—a 
lengthy Ontario Municipal 
Board hearing was spared 
when the town withdrew its 
opposition to the location 
of the new school at the last 
minute, allowing the board 
purchase of the property to 
go ahead and construction 
to begin in time for a 2011 
opening. 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs acknowledged 
that there had been some

In a letter to Lord Mayor 
Gary Burroughs, Leona 
Dombrowsky, minister of 
education, acknowledged 
the valuable role of schools 
to their communities, and 
the importance of co-opera¬ 
tion between municipalities 
and school boards. But the 
responsibility to decide 
where to provide education 
within a municipality is the 
school board's jurisdiction, 
she said. 

“Boards are also respon¬ 
sible for deciding when to 
close and consolidate 
schools if enrolment at a 
given school will not sup¬ 
port sufficient programming 
to meet student achieve¬ 
ment goals,” she said. 

Members of the Friends 
of NDSS are discussing their 
options, including talking 
with legal counsel, said 
King. 

Plans for the 
future involve 
endorsing sup¬ 
portive candidates 
for the October 
election of munici¬ 
pal councillors and 
school board 
trustees, he said. 

“We will hold 
each of them 
accountable for 
the future of high 
school education 

important issue 
related to the 
future well-being 
of our community. 

We will insist they 
be advocates for 
the continued 


existence of secondary 
school education in NOTL.” 

King said he finds it 
insulting that the minister 
chose not to meet with the 
community. 

"To not even have had a 
discussion is very disap¬ 
pointing.” 

Although time may have 
run out for NDSS, expected 
to close for the last time in 
just weeks, “we still argue 
that we need a right-sized 
high school,” said King. 

“While we’re saddened to 
see doors close, we all agree 
the current infrastructure 
needs to be improved. This 
is just one step, a transition. 
The facility has served the 
town well for many years, 
but there are opportunities 
to be found with its closure. 
It is time for a right-sized 
high school for our children, 
and we will continue to 
argue for that.”

Campbell, who first ran for 
trustee to help save NDSS, 
knowing it was facing an 
accommodation review.

Craitor said he felt the 
petition presented a good 
case, and that although the 
ministry doesn't usually get 
involved, he had hoped this 
might have been the right 
time for an exception. 

"It’s not the role of the 
government to overrule 
school boards,” he said. 

"But I had hoped my sup¬ 
port as an MPP might be 
enough to sway the deci¬ 
sion. It didn’t turn out the 
way I was hoping.” 

Gary Zalepa Jr., chair of 
the strategy committee, said 
he is shocked the minister is

Conflicting emotions 
for many this week 


T he District School Board of 
Niagara has a motto: Achieving 
Success Together. 

It is mentioned often, as it was 
Wednesday afternoon to the small 
crowd gathered on a grassy property 
facing Niagara Stone Road, where a 
beautiful new elementary school will 
open its doors in September, 2011. 

Crossroads Public School. A name 
with an historical significance that 
was explained as relating to its loca¬ 
tion in an area that was once a cross¬ 
roads for those travelling through 
what is now Virgil. 

It’s an awesome name for a school 
that brings together two student bod¬ 
ies, so appropriate at a time when we 
are certainly at a crossroads in educa¬ 
tion, when more schools are closing 
than opening, when these very fortu¬ 
nate students have the opportunity to 
move forward together in a new, state- 
of-the-art facility. 

Emails received suggest some par¬ 
ents object to the connection the 
name has to the Mennonite commu¬ 
nity, and find the name to demon¬ 
strate a lack of sensitivity to those who 
are not part of that community. 

Even mentioning that concern 
seems like raining on the parade of a 
celebration, but there is no doubt that 
the name has a religious connotation 
to many. We are assured that was not 
the intention, that there was no intent 
to offend. We trust that to be the case 
and hope that all those who will 
attend the new school in the future 
will be just as delighted about the new 
name as those who had the opportu¬ 
nity to choose it. 

And a much-anticipated Watson 
Report commissioned to look at 
enrolment and schools in Niagara 
indicates that might include a broader 
community than anticipated. The 


report agrees that NDSS should close, 
but also suggests a replacement facili¬ 
ty for 558 elementary students 
(Crossroads is intended to accommo¬ 
date about 450) and recommends 
closing an additional NOTL elemen¬ 
tary school in 10 to 15 years. 

We should remember that it is the 
province who is paying for this new 
elementary school in NOTL—not the 
school board—as others are closing. 
We owe thanks to MPP Kim Craitor 
and his government for recognizing 
the need to replace Virgil and Col. 
John Butler. Will there be funds in the 
future to expand? 

The other source of conflicting emo¬ 
tion is, of course, the distressing news 
from the province that it will not even 
discuss the decision to close Niagara 
District Secondary School, never 
mind intervene to grant an extension. 
The board, says the province, gets to 
decide where schools will close. 

Wednesday board staff thanked the 
town for a successful partnership, but 
it has shown that when it comes to 
high school students, there will be no 
success achieved together. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake has so much to 
offer, to families with youngsters, sen¬ 
iors enjoying their retirement, busi¬ 
ness people and visitors to our beauti¬ 
ful, historic town. Everything but a 
high school. 

Can the battle be over? Hard to say 
where it can go from here. But this 
group of trustees will not rule forever. 

NOTL residents did it in the 50s, and 
they may manage to achieve success 
together again—there may one day be 
a right-sized high school that students 
will be proud to attend here in town. 
But despite the amazing efforts of so 
many determined and committed 
people, who appeared to have right on 
their side, it will not be NDSS.

The gospel of Matthew 
reports the time Jesus 
walked into Galilee at the 
beginning of His earthly 
ministry, and sat on the hill¬ 
side to preach His first pub¬ 
lic sermon to what were 
multitudes of people.

But Luke's gospel gives 
further insight into the 
meaning of this seemingly 
difficult truism, when his 
translation reads, "Be mer¬ 
ciful, just as Your Father in 
heaven is merciful." 

Throughout the scripture 
and the life of Jesus, it is 
confirmed and interpreted 
that the work which God 
desires to do in all of our 
lives is to receive and give 
mercy. It’s the very heart of 
God and has the power to 
change everything. 

The gospel of John records 
one of the most famous and 
familiar statements about 
this truth, "For God so loves 
the world, that He gave His 
only Son, that whoever 
believes in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting 
life." 

The apostle Paul says in 
his letter to the Colossians 
that when Jesus was nailed 
to the cross, principalities 
and powers were disarmed, 
and He made a public spec¬ 
tacle of them, "triumphing 


over them in it." 

What I see in the story of 
the almost perfect baseball 
game is the life of Christ and 
how He desires to live 
through every believer. 
That's the perfection spo¬ 
ken about in scripture. It 
isn't about having to per¬ 
form, but rather our giving 
of something we have so 
freely received. 

Because of the mercy 
shown by the one offended, 
the pitcher, this story 
becomes one of victory for

But the recent request to 
have development charges 
waived for building a quon- 
set hut for storage was 
debated in length at 
Monday's council meeting. 

Allen Snider, the presi¬ 
dent of the St. Davids Lions 
Club, appealed to council¬ 
lors to have site plan fees 
waived in order to replace 
two large tractor trailer vans 
which have started to dete¬ 
riorate with a donated stor¬ 
age building. 

Snider told councillors 
last week that the club is 
facing fees of more than 
$40,000 to erect the donated 
building to store numerous 
items used during the Lions 


Carnival, the organization's 
biggest fundraiser. 

The Region has agreed to 
pay for half of the develop¬ 
ment charges, but the club 
was still facing charges on 
the municipal level which 
totalled about $18,000. 

“I made a deputation to 
Regional subcommittee, 
one of which the Lord 
Mayor sits on, in an effort to 
have these fees waived,” he 
said. “Approximately three 
weeks later, committee 
approved it... and final 
approval at Regional 
Council level was the first 
week of December.” 

That process took Snider 
a few months to get sorted 
out, but that's where he said 
communication with those 
involved stopped. 


He claimed to have called 
Scott Tipping, the director 
of corporate services, sever¬ 
al times without any 
response on the matter or 
how to come up with a solu- 

In his deputation last 
week, Snider asked council¬ 
lors to consider waiving all 
fees as the Lions Club is a 
non-profit organization. 

“We are all volunteers 
and raise money to give 
away,” Snider said. 

“Unfortunately, we will 
have to wait until fall or 
even next spring to erect the 
hut now because we need 
every opportunity to lower 
costs as well as trying to find 
available manpower." 

Lord Mayor Gary 
Burroughs said develop¬ 


ment charges are a calculat¬ 
ed amount, the same for 
everyone. 

Councillor Jim Collard 
said he supports everything 
the St. Davids Lions Club 
does for the Town, but is 
worried about where the 
money would come from as 
staff cannot simply dismiss 

“In the past, council has 
given discretionary grants, 
but they were factored into 
the budget at some point so 
that it gets added to the tax,” 

He questioned why the 
Town couldn't take a page 
out of the Region's books 
and use reserve funds from 
another department which 
would be immediately paid 
back next year. 


At Monday's council 
meeting, councillors once 
again debated on how the 
funding would be issued. 

Although all councillors 
agreed the services that the 
Lions Club provide are 
important, Burroughs said 
there needs to be a record of 
where the money went. 

The issue has raised 
questions on how the 
Town's development 
charge formula should 
work and how to avoid such 
cases like these in the 
future. 

Councillors decided to 
pass the motion stating the 
Town will waive the fees 
and show the amount as a 
grant related to the con¬ 
struction of the quonset

After suffering a severe 
head injury in a tobogganing 
accident on the hill behind 
Fort George at the age of five, 
Charles Rookley’s family 
didn't know what his future 


would hold, or if he would 

Now, 25 years later, the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake native 
is making the most of his life. 

The educational assistant 
at Grapeview Public School 
in St. Catharines has over¬ 
come many obstacles. 
Doctors had once told him 
his chances of survival were 
slim to none. 

Considering it was some 
of those same doctors who 
have helped him on his long 
journey to recovery, Rookley 
wants to give back to the very 
place he credits his life to: 
The Hospital for Sick 
Children (SickKids). 

“I want to raise money for 
those children at SickKids 
who are in the same situa¬ 
tion I was in, so that they 


might receive the very same 
care that I received myself,” 
said Rookley. 

The way Rookley is plan¬ 
ning to raise his goal of 
$5,000 is to do a 50-kUome- 
tre run around Queen's Park 
in Toronto with two of his 
Mends, Dave Pantano and 
Dean Newton, who both also 
credit SickKids for helping 
them lead successful lives. 

Rookley said he has 
already participated in three 
other smaller runs for organ¬ 
izations who have helped 
him on his road to recovery, 
including Sport by Ability 
Niagara and the Niagara 
Peninsula Children's Centre.

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Dog rescued from car 
as heat turns deadly 


Merchants call 
Humane Society 
to help Yorkie 
left locked in a car.

A small dog rescued by 
local merchants and the 
Lincoln County Humane 
Society serves as a reminder 
to pet owners that hot sum¬ 
mer days can be deadly for 
their four-legged family 
members. 


Lynn Campbell and 
neighbouring merchants on 
Victoria Street were con¬ 
cerned for the well-being of a 
little Yorkshire Terrier left in 
a car Monday morning for 
more than two hours, and 
were relieved to see the dog 
seemed fine when a Humane 
Society agent arrived to res- 

All four windows of the car 
were open two inches, and 
there was water left out for 
the wee dog, but a car can 
heat up very quickly and 
become dangerously hot 
even with windows open, 
says Kristen Woodflne, assis¬ 
tant manager of the Lincoln 
County Humane Society. 

A dog can suffer brain 


damage after being left just a 
short time in a car that is 41 
degrees Celsius, she said. 

When this little Yorkie was 
removed, the temperature 
was recorded as 61 degrees 
Celsius—way too hot, says 
Woodflne, although the dog 
was fine when turned over to 
her owners. 

“We wouldn't have 
removed the dog if it wasn’t 
in danger," she said. 

“Whenever a person sees 
an animal and is concerned, 
they should call us. If they 
hadn’t called in this situa¬ 
tion, we wouldn’t have 
known about it, and it could 
have been deadly." 

Woodflne says in hot 
weather the Humane Society 



gets a few calls a day about 
pets left in cars. Often the 
owners are close by, and the 
agent can find them and 
explain they have left their 
pet in danger. 


In this case, the agent wait¬ 
ed almost an hour before 
leaving with the dog, a note 
in the window explaining 
where to find her. The own¬ 
ers didn't return until three- 


and-a-half hours after park¬ 
ing their car, and were faced 
with a bill of $115 when they 
went to pick up their pet. 

Campbell, who watched 
over the dog as she waited 
for the Humane 



Society to arrive, 
says she worried 
that maybe she and 
the other mer¬ 
chants who called 
for help were over¬ 
reacting. 

“We didn’t want 

owners. We just 
wanted to protect 
their pet,” said 
Campbell, who has 
a much-loved 
Yorkie herself. 

Campbell, who 
runs an art gallery 
on Victoria with 
her artist husband 
Walter Campbell, 
says most Old 
Town merchants 
welcome dogs in 
their stores, unless 
they are food 
establishments. 

She keeps dog 
biscuits for four¬ 
legged visitors, and 
some stores leave 
out bowls of water. 

“Most store own¬ 
ers don’t mind 
small dogs, espe¬ 
cially the kind you 
can carry under 
your arm or in a 
purse. Even some 
patio restaurants 
allow small dogs 
on leashes, but ide¬ 
ally, when you’re 
shopping, you 
wouldn’t bring a 
dog along,” she

Muslim leader to speak at St. Mark's 


Rev. Bob Wright looks forward 
to each speaker to come to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for the 
annual summer lecture series— 
they are all sought-after, highly 
respected theologians who typi¬ 
cally command large audiences, 
but who are pleased to be part of 
the more intimate gatherings at 
St. Mark’s. This year should be no 
different. 

Imam Feisal Abdul Rauf, a 
leader in the American Muslim 
community and a bridge-builder 
between North Americans and 
Muslims, is an Arab-American 
Imam, author, and activist for 
improvement in relations 
between the Muslim world and 
the west. He is the man the 
media will go to for comments or 
information, says Rev. Wright. 

He is Imam of a New York City 
mosque, just down the road from 
Ground Zero—a diffi cult situa¬ 
tion since 9/11. He has written 
three books on Islam and its 


place in contemporary Western 
society, including “What’s Right 
with Islam: a New Vision for 
Muslims and the West" 

Rev. Wright says he expects the 
lectures to be “Islam 101, "deal¬ 
ing with the traditions of Islam, 
what is shares with Christianity, 
and its differences. 

A conversation about Islam, he 
said, begins with listening. 

“My personal opinion is that I 
don’t think you can have a dia¬ 
logue if you don’t understand 
who you’re speaking to.” 

The Imam is accustomed to 
conversations with Christian 
theologians who have had “some 
pretty important questions for 
him since 9/11.” says Rev. Wright. 

“He is a very eloquent 
spokesman, and he has a wealth 
of experience in dealing with the 
hard issues that have come about 
as a result of 9/11. We share 
about 90 per cent of the same tra¬ 
ditions, but we end up fighting 


over the remaining 10 per cent.” 

Lectures are scheduled to 
include about half an hour for 
questions, with receptions to fol¬ 
low where there will be an 
opportunity for further conver¬ 
sation with the speaker. 

The lectures, because of the 
setting and small audiences, 
tend to be relaxed and informal 
and include sharing a glass of 
wine at the Friday evening recep¬ 
tion in Addison Hall, says Rev. 
Wright. 

The series opens Friday, June 
18 at 7:30 p.m. with a lecture and 
reception to follow. The second 
lecture will be held Saturday, 
June 19 at 10 a.m. and the third 
at 2 p.m. Tickets are $50 for the 
three lectures. 

The Imam will also preach at 
the St. Mark's church service 
Sunday, June 20.

He said 28 spots are 
now open as there are 14 


players to a team. 

Anyone who is interest¬ 
ed can join. The only stip¬ 
ulation is that they musty 
be over 50. 

"We will take some peo¬ 
ple who are not quite 50 
yet, but the goal is to play 
some old-timer hockey.” 

Each season begins 
with team captains who 
take part in a draft lottery 
in creating the teams. 

The Wiens are hoping 
players will sign up early 
so that they can begin fig¬ 


uring out the expanded 
draft process, which usu¬ 
ally takes place in 
September. 

The cost to join is $260, 
which includes the jersey 
and playing time through¬ 
out winter. 

“It's a great way to stay 
in shape, because at our 
age, once you stop playing 
it's hard to start again,” 
said Wiens.
